The “grand advance guard” of the O'Mahony
Feninns, under the generalship of the redoubt
able Killian, are muking comle history in a style
of whioh Gilbert A'Beckett never dresmed, A
quiet vein ol the grotesque, verging on the
ludicrous, and rising now and then to the laugh-
able, was all of which that funnlest of funny
historinns was capable.

8o wvaliant a horo scorned the
idea of doing anything except in the most polite
and public manner, and, tHerefore, he invited
the Briltish army and navy to gatner in sight of
the spot, and calmly witness 18 conguest,

In the next place It wase necessary 1o convey
to a wondering world some distinet evidence ol
the mighty rush ol armed Feniaus to the scene
of the predicted triumph. Despatoch number
one told us that thirteen stalwart Irishmen had
gone by swamer to Eastport, leaying their arms
and ammunition to be conveyed by & schoouer
advertised to sail on the nextday. Despatch
pumber two announced tne journeyings ol nine-
teen more soldiers ol the same stamp, of whose
weapons nothing was sald. Despatch number
three slgnalized the arrival of another equally
extensive band, one half of whom were said to
h("rcneml officers, deeply in love with the skill
uuﬂlpmw(-nn of the illustrions Killian, But we
need not recapitviate too minutely. Each suc-
ceeding day brought ﬂ(llnﬁﬁ of the snme sort;
Killian gathering a mighty host at the rate of a
baker's dozen daily, and contemplating come
prodigious deed, of which the wide awake P'ro-
vincials were regularly apprised betorehand,
that they might render itz accomplishment im-
possible,

After having thus whetted the public nopetite,
and prepared all of ns for some decisive blow,
Killian transmitted over the wires on Sunday
an intimetion that **five armed Fenians” had
gapturcd a British flag on Indian Island, Here
wie somelhing,to be proud o,  Here musl bave
been fighting, with a vengeance, And then the
astoundine result—*""five armed Fenians” over.
powering a regiment of New Brunswickers and
coarrying off the flag, after performing prodigies
of valor! The information for the moment
astovnded us. Our appetite for breakiast
vanished a8 we glanced aloog the electrifying
lives, and we were ready on the spot to do
homage 1o thegenius of O'Mahony for planning
such a campalign, and the power of Killian for
carrying it to a triumphant issue. PFurther
study, however, converted onr new-born admi-
ration into intense disgust.  For we discovered
that there was no flght—no resistance—no cap-
tare; the whole aflnir amountgg simply to the
canying away of a revenue flag, which had been
hoisted n% u thing of course, and the securin
ol which might, therefore, have been performe
as easily by one smart Yankee school-boy ns by
the “fivejarmed Fenlunsg” upon whose prowess
Killian dwells with evident pride.
